What has the government 


got against the cigaret smoker 
and the motorist? 


A cursory review of history 


in the last half-century gives 
the impression that smokers 
and motorists are favorite 
legislative "targets for taxes." 


ii seems when government needs 


more cash, some enterprising law- 
maker suggests slapping an extra 
levy on persons in the two cate- 
gories. 
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Action at the recent session ot 


the Illinois legislature lends em- 
phasis to the theory that taking 
a "drag" on a cigaret or oper- 
ating a. car does not pay. 


The general assembly 
enacted 


several bills purported to be the 
answer to financial problems of 
municipalties ... an assumption 
not concurred in by corporate au- 
thorities. 
-» 


State lawmakers called for an 


increased motor vehicle tax by 
cities endorsing such a measure. 
And, they gave municipalities the 
power to impose a tax of one cent 
a pack on cigarets. 
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To date, members of the Dixon 


city council frown upon both pro- 
posals. 


Thus far, local motorists can 


consider 
themselves 
fortunate. 


There is no motor vehicle tax. 


One of Last to Die 
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Cities now employing a tax on 


automobiles 
can Increase 
it 


from $5 to $10 a year for vehicles 
under 35 horsepower • and from 
$10 to $30 a year for those above. 
* » * 


In 
the case of the 
cigaret 


smoker, the situation is not so ex- 
treme financially. However, the in- 
dividual who smokes a pack a day 
can expect to pay 53.65 a year ex- 
tra for his smoking pleasure. 


For the most part, city officials 


look askance at these provisions 
on the grounds that they are un- 
popular and would not produce 
adequate revenue. 


According to an Illinois .Muni- 


cipal league report, "the basic 
fact that these taxes are un- 
popular and in many cases, not 
expedient, seems to be Immate- 
rial when legislative committees 
and 
commissions are 
dealing 


with .the problem of • municipal 
revenues."

Without the motorist, the Illinois 


legislature wouldn't be able to 
suggest 
advertising on parking 


meters as a revenue producer. 


It's legal now for corporate au- 


thorities to lease space on parking 
meters for advertising purposes, 
with various restrictions as to the 
size of the sign, etc. The money is 
to be used exclusively for traffic 
regulation and street maintenance. 


The state municipal league re- 


ports that several Illinois cities 
have used advertising on parking- 
meters for several years. 


Experience has shown in these 


cities that the revenue is nil and 
in several cities, the company 
holding the contract has default- 
ed.

WASHINGTON OB—The expiring first session of the 83rd congress 


appropriated 13 billion dollars less than the new money requested by 
former President Truman in January 


In its drive to bring new gov- 


ernment 
obligational 
authorit 


closer to its prewar levels, Con 
gress trimmed about four billion 
dollars from the revised monej 
requests of President Eisenhower. 


The 13 billions chopped from Uv 


Truman requests represents a re 
duction of about 20 per cent and 
if not an all-time record, is 
record for modern times. 
It ex 


ceeds by three billions the reduc 


record cut. 


tion goal set last January by 
Chairman Taber (R-NY) of the 
House Appropriations Committee. 


Truman asked Congress for new 


appropriations of $66.288.000.000 for 
the fiscal year that started July 1 
Eisenhower scaled 'this down to 
$57.029,000,000. 


Both amounts are exclusive of 


more than seven billions in per- 
manent appropriations, such a 
interest on the national debt, over 
which Congress has little or no 
control. 


The comments of various mem- 


bers of the Dixon city council hold 
that it's wrong to place the burden 
of many taxes on motorists and 
smokers.

Debt Question Is Uncertain 
In Senate; House Approves 
Taft, Tobey 
Deaths Add 
To Doubts 
Humphrey Meets 
Finance Committee 
In Closed Session 


WASHINGTON (j5>>—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower's llth-hour 
plea for a 15-billion-dollar 
boost in the national debt ceil- 
ing goes to a highly uncertain 
fate before a dubious senate 
finance committee today. 


The House gave the President a 


roaring victory on the politically 
explosive issue by a 239-15R vote 
Friday night. The'n House Repub- 
lican Leader Halleck of Indiana 
announced the House should be 
ready to quit and go home to- 
night. 
. But 'there appeared to be far 
more opposition In the Senate, 
particularly 
among 
the Demo- 


crats. And the Senate Democrats 
are in a majority now, 47-46 over 
the Republicans, because of the 
deaths of Senators Charles Tobey 
(R-NH) and Robert A. Taft (R~- 
Ohio).

Indict Money Lender for 
$110,000 Mail Fraud Plot 


CHICAGO—/.Tl—A federal grand jury has indicted a former Ottawa, 


111., money lender on charges of mail fraud and violation of Securities 
Exchange Commission laws. 


The indictment returned Friday, 


accused Edwin R. Klein. 65. of 
bilking a score of investors of 
$110,000. 
A bench warrant was 


issued for his arrest. His where- 
abouts is unknown. 


Klein operated the Superior Fi- 


nance Service in Ottawa, for' 20 
rears. The firm recently was de- 
clared bankrupt. 


Kak« I'nrchiisi; 


James Piragine, an 
assistant 


U. S. attorney, said Klein had so- 
licited 
investments 
from 
19-18 


through 1952. explaining to his in 
vestors he planned to use their 
money to purchase the Union Loan 
Co. in Pittsburgh. 
He told in- 


vestors he would obtain the firm 
for half price and promised inter- 
est of 15 per cent and a 25 per cent 
bonus after the purchase. 


Piragine said Klein paid the 15 


per cent interest for a time, to 
his creditors, but used much of 
their funds in betting on horse 
races. Endorsements showed that 
several checks from investors in 
Klein's scheme were cashed by 
bookies in Ottawa. 


In Pittsburgh, the owner of the 


Union Loan Co. said the firm has 
never been for sale. 


Shot Himself 


Piragine said Klein shot himself 


in the chest, apparently in a sui- 
cide attempt, shortly after the 
SEC began to investigate com- 
plaints about 
his activities 
in 


March, 1»52. 


He was treated by Dr. E. R. 


Maierhofer, one of Klein's invest- 
ors, who had lost $5,000. Another 


investor listed in the indictment 
was Dr. G. Alan Newficld, art Ot- 
tawa physician. His loss was $4.- 
000.

cago widow. Mrs. Ella Egan, who 
invested $3,000.

Morse (Ind-Or«) and attitudes of 
Democratic Senate leaders. Morse 
and the Democrats left no doubt 
they would not challenge the GOP 
hold this session or the next. 


.With two vacancies because of 


the deaths of Republicans Taft and 
Charles W. Tobey of New Hamp- 
shire, the Senate lineup today was 
47 Democrats. 46 Republicans and 
l Independent. 


When the session Marled last 


January, Republican* held ift votes 


and Democrats 47 with 1 Independ- 
ent. 
If Morse had voted with 


Democrats the tie could have been 
broken by Republican Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, who is president of the 
Senate. But Morse voted with the 
GOP on organization. 


Tobey's replacement by a Re- 


publican appeared certain because 
New 
Hampshire's 
Gov. 
Hugh 


Gregg, who will maj«c the appoint- 
ment, is a Republican. 


Ohio's Gov. Frank J. Lausche is 


a Democrat. His appointment of a 
Democrat to replace Taft could 


Morse holding the balance of pow- 
er.

friends here insist they do not 
know his plans, although there was 
some talk he might appoint a Re- 
publican.

Lausche is expected to name a 


Democrat to succeed Taft. but in- 
dications were he might exact a 
promise from the appointee to re- 
frain from voting in any Demo- 
cratic altempl to reorganize the 
Senate. 


Some high Republicans, report- 


edly led by Sen. John W. Bricker 
are anxious for a change in Ohio 
law which now gives Lausche the 
right to choose a successor.

would require a special election to 
name Taft's successor within 120 
days. 


Under 
present 
law, 
whoever 


Lausche appoints will serve until 
after the 1954 election. Whoever 
is elected in 1954 will serve the 
last two years of the term.

Officials Concerned Over Dead 
Animal Disposal on Farms 


SPRINGFIELD. Til.—Disposal of 


dead animals on Illinois farms has 
become a problem of major con- 
cern to the division of livestock 
industry of the state Department 
of Agriculture, Director Stillman 
SUnard said today. 


The problem has become acute 


as a result of recent price squeezes 
on 
the 
products 
of 
rendering 


plants, causing some plants 
to 


shut down 
and 
threatening 
to 


close others, he explained. 


These plants, Stanard said, are 


nf great help ot the livestock in- 
dustry by removing dead animals 
from farms and taking them im- 
mediately to the rendering plants, 
tins minimizing the danger of 
spread of disease. 


With some plants going out of 


bu.Mness, lemoval oflaead animals 
has been slowed down considerably 
in some areas, creating a danger 
of 
posmble 
spread 
of disease. 


Farmeis 
in 
such 
areas 
were 


warned that the law provides for 
disposal of dead animals within 24 
hours. This may be done by burn- 
ing the carcasses completely or 
burying them, under a layer of 
quick lime, so that no part is 
within four feet of the surface. 


Dr. A. K. Meirnm. superinten- 


dent of the division of livestock 
industry, 
said 
veterinarians 
in 


charge of the livestock 
disease 


program have been rec>iving re- 
ports in some areas that farmers 
ate not disposing of the dead ani- 
mals and that other animals feed- 
ing on the carcasses may become 
diseased, thus spreading the in- 
fection which if unchecked could 
reach epidemic proportions. 


"This presents a serious problem 


on Illinois farms." Dr. Mernman 
said. "The 
division of livestock 


industry has become concerned at 
the possibility of the spread of 
the disease unless faimeis are 
aleit to the situation and take im- 
mediate bteps to dispose of ani- 
mals dying on the premises." 


Farmers in areas served by 


rendering plants were uiged to 
give immediate notice to ihese 
plants so that the dead animals 
may be picked up at the earliest 
possible tune.

Prevent Sun 
From Hitting 
Walls, Roof 


URBANA - CHAMPAIGN, III. — 


Want to keep your house cool? 


The Small Homes council at the 


University of Illinois has 
just 


compiled a circular on how to 
do it. 


"Keeping the heat out of the 


house 
is 
the • most 
important 


step." according: to the bul!e!:.T 
which was prepared by engineers 
and architects. 
To accomplish 


this, they recommend controls on 
the outside of the house to keep 
the sun off walls, glass, and roof. 
They 
suggest 
insulation as 
a 


means of retarding floxv of out- 
door heat through walls and ceil- 
ing. 


"Major walls and glass areas 


should be on the south where they 
can be protected from the sun, or 
on the north where effects of the 
sun are negligible. Walls and glass 
areas should be at a minimum 
on east and west since these walls 
are more difficult to protect due 
to low angle of the sun in early 
morning and late afternoon." 


Sun Controls 


Sun-controls to keep walls, and 


glass cool include overhangs, trees 
and plantings, window louvers or 
blinds, awnings, louver-type insect 
screens, and light colors. 
Light- 


colored Venetian blinds are 70 per 
cent 
effective 
in reducing heat 


load when they are outside the 
house, but only 40 per cent ef- 
fective when inside the house. 
Dark-colored blinds 
when used 


inside are only only 15 per cent 
effective. 
A light-colored inside 


roller shade, fully drawn, is" 55 
per cent effective in reducing heat 
load; a dark shade only 20 per 
cent. 


For summer comfort, the ceil- 


ing is the most important part of 
the house to be insulated, the 
Small Homes Council says. It 
urges that the space under the 
roof be adequately vented to al- 
low hot air to get out. 


Night air-cooling with fans re- 


duces the temperature with the 
house more rapidly than merely 
opening 
windows, 
louvers, 
and 


doors. W'hen the house is cooled 
at night, it enters a hot day at 
much lower temperature than if it 
still-stored heat from the previous 
day. 


Air-Conditioning 


Air-conditioning- 
is 
suggested 


where the desired comfort cannot 
be obtained solely by house design 
and 
ventilation. 
The 
cooling 


equipment can be a separate unit 
or it can be combined with the 
heating equipment—either warm- 
air or hot-water heat circulation 
systems. 


In planning- for air-conditioning, 


the council suggests checking gas 
and electric equipment available: 
water, and gas or electric rates; 
local regulations of utility com- 
panies; local building codes and 
ordinances regarding water usage 
for air-conditioning; and the ca- 
pacity of the electrical system of 
the house.

Moie and more new and remo- 


deled home are planned to have 
built-in wall or ceiling exhaust 
fans in kitchens, bathroom, laun- 
dry, utility and recreation rooms. 
And for good reasons. 


These 
kitchen-type fans expel 


excess cooking heat, making the 
kitchen a more pleasant place to 
work, and get rid of odors, steam, 
smoke and grease. 
The savings 


in cleaning bills resulting from 
the control of grease-laden 
air 


are recommendation enough for 
the fans. 


Controlling the moisture given 


off by shower baths, which re- 
search has found amounts to about 
a half-pound of water vapor per 
average bath, is also important 
from the standpoint of protecting 
the house and furnishings from 
moisture damage, particularly dur- 
ing the summer, when the humidi- 
ty in the home is high. 


Installation of these fans is re- 


latively simple, especially when 
the home is being built or remodel- 
ed. But there is nothing to prevent 
the home handyman from install- 
ing them at any time. 


Kitchen fans are available in 


three different types, one of which 
will suit the needs of nearly any 
kitchen layout. The window mo- 
del is generally lease expensive 
and is very simple to install. 
It 


should not be used, however, if 
there is only one window in the 
kitchen, since it would not be wise 
to block that source of illumina- 
tion. 


The wall-model fan is advan- 


tageous in that it can be placed 
close to the kitchen range, and the 
ceiling model is particularly effi- 
cient in a kitchen with an unusual 
layout, because it will reach all 
corners of the room. 


Since bathrooms generally have 


inadequate window area, a small

exhaust fan installed in the wall or 
ceiling and vented to the outside or 
the attic can help keep the air 
fresh and clean. 


Properly locating an exhaust fan 


in the kitchen or bathroom is es- 
sential to good ventilation per- 
formance. 
Most bathrooms being 


quite small, location of the fan is 
not too great a problem. What's 
important is to place the fan so 
that the air entering sweeps from 
the door across the length of the 
room. In this way all parts of the 
room are reached. 


In installing kitchen fans, a num- 


ber of factors should be considered 
to obtain satisfactory performance. 
Most important, the fan should be 
located as near, the range as is 
practical. 
This is necessary be- 


cause the range is the major 
source of disagreeable odors, mois- 
ture, heat and grease. 


Wherever food is cooked, grease 


becomes a part of the odors that 
pass off in vapor form. When these 
vapors come in contact with a 
cooler object, they condense, leav- 
ing a film of grease. In that way 
grease causes damage and disco- 
loration to furnishings, walls, cur- 
tains and clothing. 


It is also important to locate the 


Jiitchen fan so that air entering the 
kitchen travels over the range be- 
fore being exhausted by the fan". 
The fan shouldn't be kept too close 
to any door or window which per- 
mits air to enter the room. It is 
best to keep such windows and 
doors closed while the fan is oper- 
ating, with the air supply coming 
from the other rooms of the house.

In the Walls 


When you buy a house, look in 


to the walls. There are severa 
types of wall construction anc 
wall finishes, each with its owi 
advantages. The homeowner should 
be familiar with each, it is sug 
gested by the Construction Re 
search Bureau, national clearing 
house for building information. 


Plaster walls are comprised o 


hardening materials—lime of the 
slaked variety, gypsum, portland 
cement — mixed with sand, ver 
miculite. perhte or other aggre 
gate. While in a pliable, workable 
state, the plaster is spread evenlj 
over a prepared base, such aj 
metal lath or substitutes, and al 
lowed to harden. Two, sometimes 
three, coats are used. A smooth 
glossy finish is obtainable, though 
some builders prefer a textured 
finish.

Amusement Device 
License Law Goes 
Into Effect Todav 


SPRINGFIELD. 
111., Aug. 1— 


License application forms for coin- 
operated amusement devices now 
are available at the Springfield 
and Chicago offices of the Illinois 
department of revenue. Director 
Richard J. Lyons announced today. 


A new law provides for annual 


license taxes of $50 for pmball 
machines, $10 for gun-ray devices 
and J25 for bowling alley or shuffle- 
board devices. Juke boxes are not 
included in the new law. 


Lyons said the law requires that 


application be made within 10 days 
after a taxable device is placed in 
operation. The first full license 
year began today. Failure to file 
in the allotted period j-ubjects af- 
fected persons to a 20 per cent 
penally. 


If a taxable device was in opera- 


tion during July, Lyons said, a tax 
for 1/12 of the annual tax plus 10 
per cent of the computed amount 
is payable for the month. The 
revenue director explained that the 
10 per cent was not a penalty but 
part of the tax computation pre- 
scribed by the law for any frac- 
tional year license. These licenses 
cover any period stalling with the 
first of a month other than August 
and ending ine following July 31. 


The slate department of revenue 


has attempted to put complete in- 
formation and instructions on the 
back of licen.sc application forms, 
Lyons said.

There was no denial on the part 


of the United States that the big 
Russian transport, an IL-12 type 
aircraft, had been destroyed by 
fithler fire. In fact, the incident 
was fully disclosed by the U. N. 
at the time. The issue raised by 
the Russians was over where the 
attack occurred. 


They delayed filing their com- 


plaint for four days.

Up May Have Been Most Gifted 20th Century American in Government

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Robert A. Taft may have been moie gifted 


than any American in this century in the a'rts of government. His 
personal tragedy was that he could not use his talent to win what he 
coveted most: the Presidency. 


Had you been privileged to look in on Bob Taft as a young man. 


you'd have sworn he had two legs on the Presidential clip from the 
start. 
He was born to political • 


royalty, with his father. William 
Howard Taft. occupying the White j 
House in 1909-1913. His dad gave 
him the broadening experience of 
life in the Philippines, and a Euro- 
pean tour. 
His mental aptitudes 


were clearly shown as he led his 
classes at Yale, and Harvard law 
school.

Taft's legal brains from the politi- 
cal arena, but he set his course in 
public sen-ice early.

House, and next the state Senate. 
In 193S he won a U. S. Senate seat.

qualities that would life him quick- 
ly to the forefront of the country's

John JL Lewis

Lewis let six months go by last 


year before exercising his option 
to re-open the contracts between 
th« industry and the United Mine 
Workers Union he heads. 


He has given no indication of an 


early ie-opemng this year and 
neither has the industry. It is ex- 
peeled Lewis will wait for colder 
weather to set in. 


There have been published re- 


ports that Lewis may break a 
long standing policy this year to 
let some of the less prosperous 
mine owners get a lower rate than 
the rest of the industry. These re- 
ports said Lewis—with the industry 
now facing admittedly poor sale 
and price conditions—may allow 
mine owners who can demonstrate 
they can't afford higher wages, 
particularly southern operators, to 
get favored treatment.
